United States land offices of this city, 
Seattle, Los Angeles.and other coaat 
cities, have combined to make an in- 
vestigation alleged fraudulent 
homestead entries on timber lands in 
this ‘State. During the past fifteen 
years the government is said to have | 
lost in this way upward of $4,000,900. 

Special Land. Agents Edward W. . 
Dixon of Seattle and J. P. Pryor of 
this city have the direction of the in- 
vestigation. One case comes up for 
hearing in the District Court. in a day 
or two, and the local agent has pre- 
pared cases against a dozen persons in 
this State. 

It is charged that the government is 
defrauded by men who filed homestead 
entries on their timber lands, costing 
only $16, and entitling them to cut such 
timber as may be necessary to prepare 
the land for cultivation and improve. 
ment. In reality they make no itm- 
provements, but cut down the pine 
trees and sell them to lumber com- 
panies. In this way millions of trees 
are said to have been destroyed, and 
the government has never received the 
$2.50 an acre for which {t agreed te 
sell the: land.

would be which Russia may agree in 
the coming Congress. 

“The Czar’s, idea of a peace congress 
happens to accord with the immediate 
policy of his ministers. They see.

If they can postpone coming 
to settlement with the rest of Europe 
for that time, then Russia will be in a 
position to make a better showing.”

“EXPERT GOLDSMITH’S TESTI- 


MONY MUCH MODIFIED. 


Commonwealth's Witness Obliged to 


Admit That He Guessed at 
Certain Conclusions. 


BUT CONSPIRACY IS SHOWN.

DEFENSE WILL TRY TO FASTEN 
RESPONSIBILITY ON HOPRINS. 


The Dead Cashier Said to Have Used 
the Senator’s Name to Cover Up 
His Own Stock-market 
Transactions. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, April 18.—The de- 
fense had its innings today in the trial 
of ex-Senater Quay, and made the most 
of its opportunity. Expert Account- 
ant Goldsmith, the commonwealth’s 
witness, was under a scorching fire of 
cross-examination all day, and the re- 
sult of it justifies the opinion that 
the nétwork of evidence wrought by 
the prosecution from the books of the 
broken bank tend to show ex-Senator 
Quay’s guilty participation in the un- 
lawful use of the bank’s money was 
very much shaken by the admissions the 
witness was compelled to make under 
skillful questioning of Attorney L. &. 
Shields, admittedly the best cross-ex- 
aminer practicing at the Philadelphia 
bar. Nearly all the apparently damag- 
ing entries attached to  ex-Senator 
Quay's name-cor account, as. testified 
to yesterday were explained away or 
greatly modified by the statements of 
the commonwealth’s own witness. 

Judge Biddle’s ruling of yesterday 
had the effect of confining testimony 
tending to show the existence of a con- 
spiracy between Quay, Haywood and 
Hopkins, as charged in the indictment, 
to the two years ending November li, 

Lawyer Shields got from the witnes¢ 
the statement that if Hopkins had 
credited Quay'’s account-with amounts 
that belonged there, the books would 
show that, at the beginning of the al- 
leged conspiracy, November 17, 1896, 
the Senator owed the bank only $236, 
instead of over $70,000, as is alleged. 

Taking up the allegation that ex-Sen- 
ator Quay had borrowed $185,000 during 
the “settlement period,’’ ending October 
31, 1897, the last settlement before the 
bank closed, Shields forced from Gold- 
smith, piece by piece, facts tending to 
show that in nearly every instance the 
amounts charged to Senator Quay were 
really loans to other persons, politicians 
mostly, for whom Quay indorsed. 
Where there was a definite loan to ex- 
Senator Quay, the payment was clearly 
proven. In this connection it might 
be well to say that Dist.-Atty. Rother- 
mel claims that he has clearly estab-. 
lished the fact that he started out to 
prove, namely, that $200,000 of the State 
deposit in the bank was set aside for 
the use of ex-Senator Quay and wheth- 
er he used it himself or loaned it, is 
not material in proving the cofispiracy. 
Toward the close of the day's proceed- 
ings, Shields asked Goldsmith some 
questions which indicated that the de- 
fense is about to attempt to prove its 
contention that ex-Senator Quay was 
the victim of Cashier Hopkins, who, 
they assert, used the name and ac- 
count of the ex-Senator without the lat- 
ter’s knowledge to cover his own jug- 
gling with the bank’s funds. 

Hopkins, they say, appears to have 
used fictitious names for loans, pre- 
sumably to Hazen, as well as the name 
of ex-Senator Quay. He had the reputa- 
tion of being a heavy speculator in 
the stock market, and the inference 
is that the defense will attempt to 

rove that Senator. Quay had no 

nowledge whafever of the alleged 
loans on his account. 

Shields put a different complexion 
on the entries in the “red book” by 
the witness to admit that 

y of his figures were not proven 

y entries in the regular bank books, 

ut were the result of what he prac- 

cally «acknowledged to ! be his” 
“guesses;at the meaning of certain 
unintelligible , figures written in the 
“red book.’ Goldsmith was still on 
the stand when court adjourned for the 
Way, and the questions put to him near 
the close-svere full of promise of in- 
teresting developments tomorrow. 
Mach of the sting was taken out of 
the “shake-the-plum-tree” purchase by 
the statement that the purchase of 
Metropolitan stock thereby was made 
by $17,000 of ex-Senator Quay’s own 
mnoney, bis deposit at that period ex- 
ceeding $60,000. 

While ex-Senator uay was listening 
fntently to the cross-evxamination of 
the expert, a telegram was thrust into 
his hand containing the information of 
the break in his ranks at Harrisburg. 
The Senator carefully adjusted his 
glasses and read the dispatch. Then 
‘a half frown came over his features, 
and his face turned from the witness 
to the courtroom window, out of which 
he-gazed in a contemplative manner for 
several minutes. He made no camment 
to any of those seated near him on 
that the telegram conveye 

o him.

PHILADELPHIA, April 1§—When 
the trial of ex-Senator Quay opened 
today, it was evident that from. the 
brief examination of Meyer Goldsmith, 
the expert accountant, by Dist.-Atty. 
Rothermel, that Judge Biddle’s decision 
yesterday, ruling out testimony relat- 
ing to other than the alleged specific 
conspiracy, prevents the revelation of 
many alleged manipulations by State 
treasurers and others, of the State's 
fund in deposit in the People’s Bank. 
Mr. Goldsmith was questioned for less 
than five minutes today before being 
turned over to the defense, for cross- 
examination. In that time Mr. Rother- 
mel brought out the fact that on Au- 
gust 3, 1896, $10,000 was deposited in 
the bank by State Treasurer Haywood, 
making the State deposit aggregate 
$600,000. Two days later a loan of $100.- 
000 was made to Richard R. Quay on a 
mote indorsed by Senator Quay. The 
witness said the books did not show 
whether the loan of $100,000 was paid 
off of the note. It has been stated, 
however, that the loan was repaid’after 
the bank closed on March 24, 1898. 

“To whom was interest paid, if any, 
on the $100,000, of State money depos- 
ited?” asked the District Attorney.

Mr. Shields conducted the crogs-ex- 
amination. The witness was questioned 
about his experience as an expert. He 
said his calculations were based upon 
suggestions from the “red book,” fo!- 
lowed by an examination of the other 
book. <A long line of questions upon 
what the witness. based his calculat*dns 
of interest were then asked.

The witness wag compelled to 
admit the truth of this, The ‘black 
book” is the volume in which Cashier 
Hopkins kept his entries of stock 
transactions, Shields brought from the 
witness the admission that an appar- 
ent loan of $57,505.10 should be reduced 
$14,850, received through the closing of 
a° deal in United Gas stocks; that the 
books also show that a further loan of 
$5000, charged to Senator Quay, was 
paid by a man named Andrews; that 
a loan of $18,905 charged to Senator 
Quay was apparently a loan to Gov., 
Hastings; that an item of $3200 in Sen- 
ator Quay’s loan account Was an obli- 
gation of a man named Aherin. The 
Other items aggregating $15,500 charged 
to Senator Quay were. obligations of 
other people. The successive admis- 
sions of the witnesses,-Mr. Shields ar- 
gued, showed that of the apparent 
Ioans to Senator Quay of $185,855.12 
during the six months under discussion 
all constituted the obligations of other 
people. In other words, that Senator 
Quay was an indorser and therefore 
only a tentative debtor of the bank. 

At the afternoon session, Shields took 
up Senator Quay’s letters to Hopkins, 
which have been published. One of 
them read: have at Huhn’'s 900 
shares of Metropolitan. Take them up 


for me.’ The witness said the books 
did not show that the request was 
complied with. Another read: “Give 


George Huhn $25,000 for me and send 


me a note.” This was not done. 
The telegram of February 8, _ 1898, 
reading: “Get out at profit; I che 


on you for $7000," was referred to. T! 
witness turned to Mr. Quay’s account 
in the ledger and testified that on that 
date the Senator's balance was -$13,- 
842.27. As a fact he did not check on 
the bank for that amount. No check 
was paid for Senator Quay until Febru- 
ary 14, when his balance was %60,- 
ney and he drew on that day $17,- 

The next telegram was dated St. T.u- 
cia, Fla., February 11, 1898, readiny: 
“If you will buy and carry 1000 Metro- 
politan for me, I will shake the plum, 
tree.”’ The witness admitted that at 
the time the famous telegram was sent, 
Senator Quay had a balance of over 
$60,000. The books show that $10,000 
was drawn from Mr. Quay’s account 
and paid to a broker for use as mar- 
gin for his transaction in Metropolitan. 

Shields said the books showed that 
November 17, 1896, the beginning of 
the period for which Senator Quay 
is indicted, his total Indebtedness to 
the bank was $89,292 and on November 
29 it was $70,695.42. The witness was 


‘asked if it was not a fact that Senator 


Quay’s indebtedness at the end of No- 
vember that year would have been only 
$8201.67, had the proceeds of a large 
block of United Gas stock, sold on No- 
vember 9, amounting to $121,243.75, been 
credited to his account. A partial credit 
for the sale of $49,384.37 was not en- 
tered until November 24.. 
Shields brought out, through. the 
witness, that all of the profits of the 
United Gas deal were not credited 
to ex-Senator Quay’s account | until 
eight months after the stock had been 
sold, and if the money realized had 
been credited properly and promptly, 
the  Senator’s indebtedness would 
have been only $8201.67. Mr. Shields 
asked Goldsmith if he did not find. 
in the black book “that Hopkins re- 


ceived money. not credited to Mr. 


Quay’s account?” Witness admitted 
this, but said he did not refer to it 
in his testimony because .the figures 
conflicted with ex-Senator Quay’s bal- 
ance as shown. by. the ledger. : 

Shields endeavored to force the wit- 
ness to make the statement ‘that had 
ex-Senator Quay’s account been prop- 
erly credited by Hopkins with amounts 
due from the sale. of the United Gas 
stock,.the bank would have owed the 
Senator $1263.96 at the beginning of.

HARRISBURG (Pa.,) April 18.—The 
Republican members of the Legislatute, 
who desire to bring about the election 
of a United States Senator, met this 
morning to confer as to the advisa- 
bility of jointly supporting a candidate. 
Besides the regular fifty-six anti-Quay 
Republicans who been voting 
against Mr. Quay for reélection, there 
were present a number of those who, 
until this time had observed the rule 
of the caucus and voted for its nomi- 
nee. Hosack offered the following r$s- 
olution, which was unanimously 
adopted without debate:

Quay has not received a majortiy, one- 
third of the Republican members hav- 
ing refused to vote for him; and, 
whereas, the Legislature will adjourn 
at noon Thursday, April 20, 1899, and 
leave the State, if no election is had, in 
the mean, time, without its constitu- 
tional representation in the Congress 
of the United States at a most impor- 
tant period in public affairs, a failure 
in duty which will bring wpon the Re- 
publican majority the condemnation of 
and the party. Therefore,

“Resolved, that the time has come 
when fidelity to the people of Penn- 
Sylvania and the Republican party de- 
mands that public and party interests 
be paramount to the interests of any 
individual, and that it is the duty of 
all Republicans, without regard to past 
caucus action, to take immediate steps 
to secure the election of a Republican 
to the United States Senatorship from 
Pennsylvania.”

HAVANA, April 18.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] Alexandro Rodriguez has 
been appointed Chief of Police of Ha- 
vana to succeed Mario Menocal, who 
resigned today. Rodriguez holds the 
rank of Major-General in the Cuban 
army and is chief of staff to Gen. Go- 
mez. He is considered, moreover, second 
to Gomez alone in the affections of the 
Cuban soldiers. The new nomination 
is approved by Cubans. and Spaniards 
alike. ; 

The Cuban army lists are bieng ex- 
amined by a large staff of clerks. Out 
of a total of 42,127 privates and non- 
cof&imissioned- officers, 2242 have been 
eliminated; 1573 of these as persons who 
have enlisted since the surrender of 
Santiago, and 669 as government em-~- 
ployés at present. Of the remaining 
39,930, Capt. Forest, a Cuban who di- 
rected the preparation of the rolls, in- 
forms the administration that all, or 
nearly all, can be relied upon to ap- 
pear for a share of the $3,000,000. In 
that case the individual share may be 
about $75, with nothing left for the of- 
ficers. 

The inquiry as to the number of 
former soldiers in” the government 
service shows four officers and one 
private. About twenty-five hundred 
officers are in the island service. Many 
of the officers are as poor as the pri- 
-vates, and several: suggestions have 
been put forward for their” relief, 
though none ts considered available 
except the proposal to employ as many 
as possible in rural police duty. 

Today Gen. Gomez issued a state- 
ment briefly reviewing the circum- 
stances of his removal by the recently 
dissolved military assembly from the 
post of commander-in-chief, together 
with his reasons for accepting the deli- 
cate charge of assisting in the distri- 
bution of the $3,000,000 offered by the 
United States government.

INDIA’S MANY DEATHS. 


Quarter of a Million People Perish 
From Bubonic Piague. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
BOMBAY, April 18.—According to 
Statistics gathered regarding the bu- 
bonic plague, it is established that 
there have been 250,000 deaths recorded 
in India since its beginning. These 
figures, however, are undoubtedly far 
below the actual total, as the natives 
are known to have concealed quite 
a number of deaths. Bombay presi- 
dency suffered the most, being respon- 
sible for 134,000 deaths, without count- 
ing those which occurred in the city 
of Bombay, which, with | Kuracého, 
were the chief hotbeds of the disease. 
The deaths in Bombay presidency 
are still about one thousand weekly. 
With the return of hot- weather, the 
plague, which is now the third epi- 
demic, is again rapidly disappearing. 
The mortality, which was 250 daily 
in the city of Bombay five weeks ago 
has now sunk to 100 per day, and the 
government has dropped the rigorous 
repressive measures which, it has been 
found, it is impossible to maintain in- 
definitely. The Madras presidency is 
fairly free from the plague, its cli- 
mate and soil, it is argued, being un- 
favorable to the spread of the epidemic. 
The Bengal presidency has suffered 
to some extent, including Calcutta, but 
the situation has not been grave and 
the spread of the plague’is now de- 
creasing. The Haffkine fluid has been

TREATY WITH SWITZERLAND. 


Found to Be Dangerous and Must Be 
Formally Denounced. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, April 18.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says as 
a result of the United States granting 
to Switzerland the same commercial 
_privileges accorded to France under 
the reciprocity agreement with the lat- 
ter country, several European and 
South American nations have demanded 
that like privileges be allowed to them. 
So dangerous to the commercial inter- 
ests of this country has become this 
Swiss treaty, under which Switzerland 
is entitled to the benefits obtained by 
France under her agreement with the 
United States, that it was stated to- 
day that it had-become necessary to 
formally denounce it, such denuncia- 
tion to take effect early in 1900. The 
treaty provides that each of the con- 
tracting parties hereby engages not to 
grant any favor in commerce to any 
nation, union of nations, State or so- 
ciety which shall not immediately be 
enjoyed by the other party. 

Before Germany or gny other of the 
nations desirous of obtaining the priv- 
ileges granted to Switzerland can re- 
ceive them, they will be required to 
make reciprocal compensation to the 
United States. The matter is of con- 
siderable importance, especially as it is 
the expectation of the State Depart- 
ment that before the expiration of the 
period in which the treaties of reciproc- 
ity be made, several instruments will 
have been signed, and Switzerland dur- 
ing the life of her treaty will have to 
be given the privileges thus granted 
to other nations.

ments avill reénlist for the six months’ 
service authorized by the Army Reor- 
ganization Bill, but it is known that 
some of these organizations will be 
sent to the United States immediately 
by Gen. Otis, who has been granted the 
widest discretion as to dealing with the 
matter. It was said at the department 
today that all of the volunteers now in 
the Philippines would be home or on 
their way home by July 1. Whether 
any more troops will be sent to the 
Philippines to take the place of the 
volunteers withdrawn. has not been de- 
termined.

No consideration has been given to 
the question of organizing the volun- 
teer army of 35,000 men authorized by 
the Reorganization Act, and the admin- 
istration is opposed to taking advan- 
tage of the authority conveyed. 

There are now at Manila six army 
transports, the Centennial, Portland, 
Roanoke, Sheridan, Tacoma, and Va- 
lencia. Four vessels will arrive there 


the Nelson, which sailed March 30; the 
Cleveland, March 20; City of Pueblo, 
March 24, and Zealandia, March 28. 
In addition to these, three transports 
are in the Philippines, the Indiana at 
Negros, the Pennsylvania at Cebu, and 
the St; Paul at Iloilo.

ADMINISTRATION IDEAS. 


Cabinet Officer Tells What the Fili- 
pinos May Expect. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—The ques- 
tion of calling for volunteers under the 
Army Reorganization Bill for service 
in the Philippines was not discussed 
at the Cabinet meeting today. The 
administration seems to be waiting de- 
velopments before deciding this ques- 
tion. The administration’s of the 
situation was thus expressed by a Cab- 
inet officer, after the session today:, 
“Certainly, if the Filipinos continue 
to resist as they have done, more troops 
will be necessary, but we anticipate a 
decided change in the situation short- 
ly. There are two things in my opin- 


the Filipinos must realize soon, if they 
do not already, that fighting the Amer- 
icans is a very different . proposition 
than fighting Spaniards. They must 
see that we are agegrassive and de- 
termined, and that to stand-out much 
longer will entail a useless sacrifice in 
the end. Second, they must be al- 
ready beginning to appreciate the dif-. 
ference between our methods and in- 
tentions than those of the Spaniards, 
whose yoke has been thrown off. Our 
treatment of the prisoners cannot but 
have impressed them, ‘and soon they 
will realize that we have no intention 
of crushing them and saddling them 
with a lot of blood-sucking officials. 

“Our purpose is to bring order out 
of chaos, and to establish good govern- 
ment, with the widest measures of 
self-government by the natives, and 
when this is more fully realized, I be- 
lieve the influences of the leaders who 
are ambitious for their: personal ag- 
grandizement will fall away, and that 
the natives will readily acquiesce in 
our control.” 


THE SEDUCTIVE VINO. 


Alarming Effect on American Sol- 
diers Receives Prompt Attention, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, April 18.—A dispatch 
to the Tribune from Washington says 
that among the serious problems con- 
fronting Gen. Otis at Manila none has 
caused greater agitation than the 
alarming effects produced upon Ameri- 
can soldiers, particularly the enlisted 
men, by the seductive beverage which 
they procure in native shops and which 
produce such physical and mental de- 
moralization as to give rise to a sus- 
picion that the army of ocoupation was 
being systematically drugged or pois- 
oned t6é render them helpless to resist 
an insurgent attack. This native drink 

- Was generally known as vino. It was 
exceedingly palatable, and inexpensive, 
but a single drink of it unfitted a 
soldier for active duty for the succeed- 
ing twenty-four hours, while frequent 
potions sent the soldiers to the hos- 
pital for a long period of illness. 

When the source of the trouble was 
_... discovéred, Gen, Otis was disposed 


to prohibit the traffic in vino alto- 


gether, and to that end referred the 
matter to Gen. Hughes, provost-mar- 
shal-general of the city, with a request 
for suggestions looking to a practical 
eourse of action. Gen. Hughes investi- 
gated the trouble, and his recommenda- 
tions have n followed. As long 
as Manila was crowded with troops, 
the vino industry, unrestricted, was 
exceedingly lucrative, but now that 
most of the Americans are in the field, 
practically all the shops where it’ had 
been sold are closed. Gen, Hughes’s 
the case Was as fol- 
ows: 
“TT have avoided all discussion of 
this subject until I have sufficiently 
informed myself of the actual facts. 
and while my information is not yet 
as full and complete as I should like 
to have it, still I feel that I hazzard 
nothing in what is stated below. 
“There are quite a number of arti- 
cles on sale at the wine shops in this 
city that are about the same thing. 
They are a whitish liquor and usually 
flavored, an@ sometimes tinted by some 
innocent elements. They are called 
numerous names—anisado, vino beno, 
Scotch ~whisky, etc. The base of all 
of them is simply alcohol. . 
“Commercial alcohol is Manufactured 
here extensively from the refuse of 
sugar houses. It is very pure and 
strong, and can be'sold at a price that 
is far below that at which any ‘other 
intoxicating drink can be produced. 
The wine venders take this alcohol of 
>ommerce, and dilute it, perhaps add 
a cheap flavoring;: maybe an innocent 
soloring element, and sell it under any 
name they see fit to bestow upon it. 
Any one familiar with the old bottle 
trade can tell about it by giving the 
various prices of labelled and not 
labelled bottles. A Scotch whisky 
bottle with a perfect label is a very 
different article. of trade from one of 
the same kind without a label. 
‘‘Now, are we expected to sweep al- 
sohol from the list of manufactures in 
order to prevent a few ill-controlled 
men from getting drink? These men 
want alcohol and in this form they can

This material is 
apt to produce a very delirious or con- 
fused condition. Wherever such shops 
are found, the police are to withdraw 
the licenses from the place. If com- 
manders will be careful to report the 
places where the men have obtained 
the drink which produces the effects 
mentioned, it shall be the effort of this 
office to take such measures as will 
prevent a recurrence. It has occurred 
to me that local commanders might 
do much themselves to control their 
men. A plan which commends itself 
to’'me would be somewhat as follows: 

“Observe the shops in their vicinity 
where their men get alcohol and where 
they loaf: Declare in orders that such 
s&ops—designating them  distinctly— 
are outside the bounds of liberty, and 
by arresting and punishing these un- 
controlled men for  nonconformity, 
much evil might be avoided. This is a 
matter for the consideration of com- 
manders, and is only given as a sug- 
gestion that might lead to a better 
condition of things.” 


FILIPINO CONFERENCE COMMIT- 
TEE. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] . 

NEW YORK April 18.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Manila says in an 
interview with Gen. Lagarda, he said 
that a committee of twenty-two Fili- 
pinos had been appointed to confer 
with the peace commission for the 
following purposes: 

“First, to obtain as large autonomous 
rights for the Filipino people as. possi- 
ble. d, to bring about peaceful 
relations between the insurgents and 
the Americans. Third, that the Ameri- 
cans and Filipinos only shall occupy 
public offices.’’

WASHINGTON, April 18.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] There was a Pacific Coast 
romance in the marriage of Lieut. 
James C. Gilmore, the naval officer, 
whose capture by the Philippine in- 
surgents was announced in a cable 
from Admiral Dewey today. He was 
appointed from Arizona, and soon after 
his graduation was serving on the 
Jamestown when that ship was sent 
to Alaska. The United States Collec- 
tor of Customs at Sitka was O. M. Ball, 
whose handsome daughted lived there 
with him. 

When Gilmore visited Sitka he met 
Miss Ball, and a warm. attachment 
sprang up between them. They were 
married in a very short time, and 
came to Washington to live. Mrs. Gil- 
more is still here, and ahen the news 
of her husband’s capture was told her 
today, she was prostrated with grief.

THE FINAL SCENE. 


Mob Enters a Jail and Prisoner's 
Head ts Shot Of. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
CLINTON (Ark.,) April 18.—Yester- 
day morning between 12 and 2 o’clock 
was enacted the final scene in the ter- 
rible Patterson tragedy, which took 
place December 13, 1897, in which Hugh 
Patterson lost his life, and several 
other members of his family were se- 

riously wounded. 

. A mob of citizens took the law into 
their own hands and shot Will Harden, 
one of the Patterson murderers, to 
death in the cage at the County Jail. 
Lee Mills, a prominent young man and 
once a deputy Sheriff of Van Buren 
county, and Will Harden were arrested, 
charged with the Patterson murder. 
Several attempts to lynch them were 
frustrated, and an attempt on the part 


of their friends to liberate them 
from jail resulted in a guard being 
killed. Mills was convicted on Har- 


den’s testimony, and he paid the death 
penalty several months ago. Harden 
was convicted at the September term 
of court and the case was appealed to 


.the Supreme Court, which granted a 


new trial. At the March term he was 
again convicted and sentenced to hang 
May 9. No appeal was taken, but a 
commutation was asked of the Gover- 
nor and granted. 

When the people learned that execu- 
tive clemency had been granted there 


was much excitement. About fifty well 


armed, masked men went to the jailer 
and commanded him to go and unlock 
the jail, which he did under cover of a 
Shotgun. The jailer and night guard 
were marched inside the jail, when one 
of the mob, who had acted as spokes- 
man, emptied the contents of a double- 
barreled shotgun into Harden’s head, 
blowing it almost entirely away. The 
mob then fastened the jailer and guard 
in- the jail and left as silently as they 
came. No demonstration of any sort 
was made, and it was some time before 
the town knew what had occurred. The 
coroner’s jury rendered a verdict that 
Harden came to his death by gunshot, 
wounds at the hands of parties un- 
known. 


RECKONS ON “DOUGH.” 


Gompers Thinks a Large Defense 
Fand is Good. 
TASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, was the principal 
witness before the industrial commis- 
sion today. Gompers’s statement 
touched chiefly on the trades union 
“defense fund,’ methods of organiza- 
tion, the general theory of strikes, the 
incorporation of trades unions and the 

use of the boycott. 

He- said the defense fund was the 
greatest safeguard of the trades union. 
The Federation of Labor was now ac- 
cumulating one. He had always found 
that the higher the dues and the larger 
the defense fund of any trades union, 
the better and stronger was its organi- 
zation and’ the less liable was it to be 
forced into an actual strike. Briefly, 
he said that an employer would engage 
in a fight with 100,000 men a good deal 
quicker than he would fight $100,000. 
The question of laws to provide for 
the incorporation of the trades union 
did not meet Gompers’s approval. He 
said that employers and corporations 
could have no more deadly weapon 
against organized labor than the legal 
right to use it and mulct its treasury. 
The fact that an incorporated union 
could also sue an employer for a breach 
of contract was not a compensating 
advantage in his eyes. The boycott, 
Gompers declared, was not a legal, but 
an inherent right, which had been ex- 
ercised under varying names from time 
immemorial. He consideréd it a useful 
and legitimate weapon of labor. 

Gompers was preceded during the 
forenoon by O. EB. Clark, chief of the 
Order of Railway Conductors. His tes- 


-timony was largely confined to thetdis- 


cussion of suspension and blacklisting, 
both of which he said were on the 
wane in his branch of the service. 
The general condition of railway men, 
he said, had steadily improved in the 
past twenty years, both as to wages, 
hours ‘and working conditions. This 
he credited largely to the fact that 
the railway organizations were strong 
and dctive. He believed thorough s- 
ganization and a large defense fund 
the surest safeguard against strikes.

There is a strained feeling existing 
toward the Canadian officials as the 
result of their arbitrary assumption of 
the summit as the boundary line, and 
it, ‘would not take much to create an 
open demonstration and a resort to 
arms should the Canadians attempt 
any further encroachments on Ameri- 
can territory. While there was no truth 
in the reported battle between miners 
and mounted police on the boundary 
line ‘fn the Portupine district, i -is 
stated ‘that a forward movement was 
céntempiated by the Canadians, and 
all arrangements had been perfected 
to move the boundary line far enough 
‘toward the coast to embrace the rich 
diggings of the Porcupine River, The 
miners in there, numbering about seven 
hundred, had a few determined laders. 
Word was sent to the mounted police 


that their attempt to encroach = on 
erican territory would result in 
bloodshed. As the Americans are 


in the majority, the Canadians recon- 
siderd their intentions. 

A corresponding move from the sum- 
mit to Skaguay was also planned, and 
it: is the knowledge of these contem- 
plated movements. that has aroused a 
feeling of antagonism here against the

COURT FAVORS THE BEEF. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The army 
court of inquiry has begun the fram- 
ing of its report. While a few minor 
matters remain for examination, they 


-are not stch as to affect the main 


facts. It is regarded as certain that 
the court will find that Gen. Miles’s 
charges that “embalmed’”’ or chemic- 
ally-prepared beef was sent to the 
army has not been sustained. The 
position of the court is believed to be 
that the testimony is conclusive that 
both the refrigerated beef and the 
canned beef were in good condition 
when delivered to the government and 
continued so until issued to the troops, 
except that portion damaged in trans- 
portation or affected by tropical condi- 
tions, and to these causes of injury 
and these conditions the chief causes 
of trouXle will be attributed: 

It will be shown that the refriger- 
ated beef after being taken from the 
ice in the tropical climate spoils quick- 
ly unless well cared for, and that the 
canned beef, after being opened, be- 
cause of the great heat becomes re- 
pulsive in appearance and soon un- 
palatable. But the court will hold, as 
the result of chemical investigations 
by experts, that the canned beef is 
wholesome and nutritious. Attention 
will be called to the fact that it was 
used throughout the war by our navy, 
and is still used by the fleet. 

It is believed that the court will 
criticise those officers who have tes- 
tified that they became aware that 
bad beef was issued to the troops and 
failed to report their observations un- 
til after the war had closed. 

Between sixty and seventy reports 
from army officers bearing upon the 
rations served to the army in Cuba 
were read during the night session of 
the court, which lasted until nearly 
10:30 o'clock. 

The reports read by Maj. Lee were 
along the same lines as those hereto- 
fore submitted to the court. As a rule, 
they were unanimous in condemnation 
of the canned roast beef, and discussed 
the general. question of food supplied 
to the army from the point of view of 
their individual experiences. Col. 
Davis ‘also read a batch of’ reports, 
among them one from Maj.-Gen. Sum" 
ner, in which he stated that, to the 
-best of his belief, his command at no 
time had suffered for want of food dur- 
ing the Cuban campaign. -

Viagraph. 


The viagraph is a newly-invented 
machine for acurately determining the 
inequalities of a road surface. It re- 
sembles a sledge, and in principle is a 
straight edge applied continually to 
the road on which it may be drawn. 
The machine carries a roll of paper 
which receives the impression of two 
pencils. One of these is fixed and 
marks a perfectly straight line, while 
the other rises and falls according to 
the variations of the surface. These 
variations are. transmitted by a ser- 
rated wheel which travels on the road 
surface, and is attached to one end 
of a lever, which is pivoted in «che 
center. At the onposite end of the 
lever is the second pencil, and as the 
wheel rises and fails with the undula- 
tions cf the road surface, the pencil 
rises and falls correspondingly, thus 
making an infallible record of the sur- 
face. The viagraph has been exten- 
sively used in England, where its re- 
cords have been frequently used by 
bicyclists for «he purpose of showing 
the authorities how much some roads 
are in need of repair. Such a record 
js the more valuable as a piece of tes-

Sidelights on Wireless Telegraphy. 

The expected visit of Marconi to this 
country lends additional interest to the 
discussion of the possibilities of wire- 
less telegraphy, which is going on on 
both sides of Atlantic. Many scien- 
tists have gone into this subject more 
or less deeply, but the opinions of 
Marconi are securing the exceptional 
attention which js now being bestowed 
upon them from the fact that he is 
actur@iy making wireless telegraphy 
practicable. In a recent discussion 
in London, J. W. Swan compared the 
heliograph to the wireless transmission 
of messages, according to the Marconi, 
very much to the advantage of the 
Jatter. The same general principle 
governs both methods, viz.: the agi- 
tation Qf the luminiferous ether as a 
means of sending signals. By the he- 
liograph it has been possible to send 
signals over sixty miles, but a tele- 
graph system of this-description has the 
advantage that it requires a very ele- 
vated position, and even when that is 


secured it Is not always possible to 
get the signals to pass. A transparent 
atmosphere is absolutely necessary. 


One of the great points of the Marconi 
system is that it can transmit signals 


through the densest fog, or even 
through mountains, and other solid 
obstructions. Many instances are 


given in which the interposi.ion of 
solid objects had not interfered in any 
way with the transmission.

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» OUR IMPERATIVE DUTY. 

Tt is difficult to understand how any 
intelligent American, who uses his 
brains for thinking purposes, can fail 
‘to perceive that our first and para- 
mount duty in the Philippines is to 
establish American authority through- 
out the archipelago; to enforce re- 
spect for the flag; to exert and en- 
force the power and authority of the 
United States in territory fairly con- 
quered in honorable warfare from a 
foreign foe; and to give to the con- 
quered land a simple, strong, effective, 
just govérnment, which shall remain 
in force for the time being, leaving to 
the light and the wisdom of the fu- 
ture the question of permanent gov- 
ernment, whether it shall be civil or 
military, native or American, or both. 

This is not a problem to be settled 
in a day, nor in a year, nor in a dec- 
ade. It requires, for its solution, the 
element of time, and the knowledge 
which comes from. experience and 
actual administrative operations, But, 
while the problems which must be 
solved are in process of solution, the 
conquered territory is entitled to the 
protection and the benefits of a stable 
government, and that government 
must be supplied and administered by 
the United States. It cannot be sup- 
plied and administered by any 
other power. It cannot  sup- 
plied and administered by the Filipi- 
nos themselves. The government of 
the United States is responsible to its 
own people, to the people of the Phil- 
dppines, and to the civilized world, for 
the immediate future of these islands. 
The fortunes of war have thrust this 
responsibility upon us, and we cannot 
evade it, with honor, if we would. 
We must solve this complex problem, 
and we are solving it, in spite of the 
opposition of pull-back Senators and 
political demagogues at home, and the 
less troublesome opposition of armed 
Filipinos in the swamps and jungles | 
of Luzon. 


The opposition to the course of the 
administration, in the United States, 
comes principally from two sources. 
(1.) The precipitate action of im- 
pulsive philanthropists, humanitarians, 
and statesmen who go off at half- 
cock, who jump at conclusions with- 
out an accurate knowledge of prem- 
ises; who idealize Aguinaldo into a 
latter-day Washington, who compare 
the undisciplined hordes over whom 
he tyrannizes to our heroic fore- 


fathers, and who condemn the Presi- 
dent as a despot and those who obey 
him as-oppressors. (2.) The political 
opponents of. the Republican party— 
headed by W. J. Bryan—who are un- 
scrupulous enough to lend moral aid 
and comfort to the barbarous men’ 
who are making war upon the Amer- 
ican flag, for the sake of political cap- 
ital which they hope to make at the 
expense of their’ country’s honor, 
peace, and prosperity. 

It is hard to say which of these two 
classes of fire-in-the-rear patriots is 
most reprehensible. Both are enact- 
ing an utterly ignomirfious role, of 
which, as American citizens, they 
should be heartily ashamed. If they 
were patriotic men instead of fault- 
finders and charlatans, they would 
lend hearty and loyal support to the 
administration in this its shour of 
meed, and would by common consent 
leave to the future the problems of 
the future. We cannot solve these 
problems in advance. . 


+ Our first and paramount duty— 
amounting, in fact, to an imperative 
mecessity—is the complete restoration 
of peace in the Philippines; a peace 
in which the American flag shall ev- 
erywhere be respected and our author- 
ity unquestioned. If, after these con- 
ditions have been realized, we choose 
to withdraw from the islands—if the 
American people, after due delibera- 
tion, shall decide upon that course— 
well and good. The course to be-pur- 
sued in the future must be determined

THAT ROTTEN BEEF. 

Some of the statements made by 
witnesses fn the ‘rotten-meat trial 
would be amusing, were ‘the question 
at issue not so serious a one, involv- 
ing as it does, to some extent, the 
honor of the War Department. For 
instance, at the hearing in Washing- 
ton on Thursday last Dr. H. B. Bigelow 
gave the results of experiments upon 
samples of beef used by the packing 
houses in canning. As to the food 
value of the canned beef, Dr. Bigelow 


retical standpoint. He is quoted as 
saying he had found this beef to 
contain more protein than the same 
quantity of fresh beef. On the other 
hand there was a slight reduction of 
calorific power and stimulative quali- 
ties. Considering that the food for 
the muscles was the great desidera- 
tum in the tropics, he thought the 
canned beef would be a most appro- 
priate food. It should be used, how- 
ever, in connection with native fruits, 
rice or potatoes to supply starch, and 
it would be well to-add beef extract 
for stimulation.

DEPARTMENT STORES. 

The crusade that is being made in 
some parts of the country, especially 
in Chicago, against the big department 
stores, is bomething like the fight that 
is being waged against the trusts. 
It is a struggle against the modern de- 
velopment of economic conditions, 
which appears inevitable, and it is 
difficult to.see how the movement can 
be checked, even supposing it to be 
granted that the combination of Many 
different branches of business under 
one roof is an undesirable one. 

That the department store is an un- 
desirable development and works 
hardship, from the standpoint of the 
small dealer, cannot be denied. On the 
other hand, these great stores, with 
their wealth of commodities, offered 
at remarkably lew prices, are of great 
convenience and save expense to the 
frugal purchaser. There should, how- 
ever, be some limit to the money- 
saving devices introduced into these 
great marts of trade. It is stated 
that in one of the big Chicago estab- 
lishments, which employs several 
thousand people, much of the work is 
performed by little girls of school age, 
who receive the munificent remunera- 
tion of a dollar a week for their serv- 
ices. As it is necessary for them to 


the law, an educational department 
has been rigged up in the  buildfng, 
and a couple of hours daily tuition is 
thrown in, free of charge.

IAN MACLAREN’S FAREWELL. 


He Talks to Americans of the Noble 
Kirk of Scotland. 

Orice more have the busy denizens of ' 
Southern California been taken deep 
into the restful heart of Scotland. For 
two enchanted hours yesterday aft- 
ernoon the bustle and crudity of the 
West faded out from the lives of those 
fortunate mortals who possessed wis- 
dom enough to snatch a _iittle 
time from the business of the day in 
order that they might simply sit still 
and hear Ian Maclaren talk of the 
value of the kirk in Scottish life. 

Although Los Angeles is accused of 
having more pietistic fads tothe square 
inch than any other city in America, 
the general tone of the community 
can hardly be called religious. Yet 
there was no lack of comprehension 
among the people yesterday, when the 
stern spirituality of the Scots shone 
through every fact and every incident 
presented by the man before them, 
and the response was swift and sympa- 
thetic. The great keynote of truth had 
again been struck with unerring hand, 
and its tone vibrated through hearts 
and brains case-hardened with mate- 
rialism, as well as in souls attuned 
to the sensitiveness of the Aeolian 
harp. Here amid the cheerful irrev- 
erence of western America, every- 
body was made to realize just what 
the Kirk means to Scotland, and why 
it is the taproot of the national life. 

Leading his hearers again in the Glen, 


the kirk with its hallowed kirkyard, 
the manse and the school; of the im- 
mense respect for religion, and of the 
unquestioned authority of the minis- 
‘ter. In explaining the power of the 
Scottish clergy, he sketched in with a 
bold, facile touch its historic back- 
ground, from the foundation of the 
Free Kirk of Scotland in the stern op- 
position of John Knox to Romish rule, 
down through the long struggle to 
maintain the independence so hardly 
won. 

It would not be Ian Maclaren if this 
brief review of Scottish history were 
not richly picturesque and sparkling 
with humor. All Scots, no matter of 
what shade of religious belief or aus- 
terity of manner, love the memory of 
the beautiful and ill-fated Mary Stuart 
even while condemning most of her 
deeds. Ian MacLaren’s appreciation of 
her beauty and her ability is simply 
luscious. He affectionately alludes to 
her as a “trimmie,”’ and anybody who 
heard him say it will never require 
a glossary to find out what it means. 
Nevertheless, the heroism of grim old 
John Knox receives full justice at Dr. 
Watson's hands, and the terse phrases 
that described his gallant fight against 
overwhelming odds for the Mberty of 
the people rang like the clash of steel. 

The brilliant review of. Scotland’s 
great struggle for religious freedom 
was simply a precursor to the real 
theme of the lecture, and it was fol- 
lowed by a series of delicate pictures of 
life ih a Scottish manse relieved with 
quaint references to the sayings and 
doings of the immortal Beadle of 
Drumtochty and his dauntless better 
half. The scene of Dr. Davidson's last 
quiet little festivity with his three 
faithful old friends was given with 
inimitable sweetness and pathos, as 
were other bits from the Nfe of this 
good man. At the last Dr. Watson read 
portions of an unfinished story, en- 
titled “‘A Scot Indeed,” in which were 
shown the same tender blending of 


pathos and humor that marks all his 
work.

BATTLE OF CALOOCAN. 


INCIDENTS EXPERIENCED BY A 
MEMBER OF THE RED OROSS. 


Hospital Men Looked Like Butchers 
and Ambulances Like Butchers’ 
Wagons—Filipinos Cared for as 
Well as Americans — Agreeable 
Nans Assist. > 


A young man, a member of the Red 
Cross Hospital Corps, second reserve, 
writes from Manila, under date of Feb- 
ruary 10, to a friend in Los Angeles, 
giving a vivid description of his ex- 
perience at the battle of Caloocan. He 
says: 

“Tl have just come home from the 
battlefield; had a general wash; con- 
sumed a small wagonload of pork and 
beans and similar delicacies. So you 
will see I am still alive after the hor- 
rors of the memorable Saturday night 


| of February 4. The second half of our 


corps started out today as soon as we 
came home, for everybody wants ¢o be 
‘in it,’ as you can imagine. Now, it is 
our time to rest for a few days; but 
avho can rest? Who can stop to think? 
Everything is and everyone is wild 
with excitement, We have won so far, 
but rumor says that the hardest fight 
is to come, and even now many a brave 
boy has sacrificed his life. 

“It was a grand sight—that Saturday 
night. The boys answer to the call 
‘To arms.’ 
for about an hour, yet our support 
kept the insurgents within the line. 
Then suddenly the firing became louder 
—a long, deep thunder of cannon shot 
of American powder. Instantly the 
trumpets sounded from all the barracks 
and camps near and surrounding the 
hospitals. The call to arms, and yells 
from thousands of voices, almost 
drowned the noise of the firing. Our 
twenty-men detachment in.three am- 
bulances fled through the gate like fire 
crackers, down the road toward the 
firing line. At the last moment, the 
captain selected me as his orderly, and 
I followed him, mounted on his horse. 

“It was now between 10 and 11 o’clock 
p.m.; no moon, no stars, so you could 
not see much; yet what I saw, or the 
noise of the battle was something avon- 
derful. Long, long lines, almost end- 
less, blue masses of our boys; tramp, 
tramp, tramp.. 
time im those old trenches tonight.’ I 
was then thinking of you in your peace- 
ful Los Angeles home and a sudden 
and strong desire filled me. I wished 
you could have witnessed the grand 
scene from some safe little corner, just 
for a few moments. Believe me, you 
would have felt proud of being an 
American when you saw the dashing 
reckless way the thousands marched 
toward the place which already had 
become the graves of 100 and at least 
300 wounded. It was indeed imposing. 

‘“T had not much opportunity to see 
the fighting that night, as the captain 
decided to go back to headquarters 
to consult with the medical staff offi- 
cers. It seemed the insurgents got 
scared when our troops appeared en 
masse, so up to 12 we had but four 


‘| wounded. 


“The captain and I rode back to the 
general hospital, and I slept from 1 
to 3 o’clock a.m., when I was awakened 
by a terrible firing. I sprang up, ran 
to the officers’ quarters, and reported 
to the captain. Everybody was up at 
once. At 5:30 a.m. came the first am- 
bulance with four in it. Hardly had 
we unloaded this wagon when another 
rolled in. And so on, and so on. We 
hospital men looked like butchers, and 
the ambulances like butchers’ wagons— 
blood, blood, blood—litters were red 
and soaked in blood; blood. ran from. 
the top shelves of the ambulances down 
on the faces of the two wounded boys 
below; men were brought in actually 
shot to pieces, so you hardly knew what 
part of the body to get hold of. Take 
a look into the surgical ward; the floor 
is covered with blood, buckets full of 
blood and pieces of_flesh. On the long 
tables, are stretched out gbout thirty 
groaning, wounded boys. Operations 
are performed without chloroform or 
anything else. In and out goes the 
knife, and yet no one murmurs, each 
is determined to show to the last that 
he is one of Uncle Sam’s bays, so am 
J, and yet, and yet, I do not care to 
deny that I turned pale as death when 
I entered the room, and a certain sen- 
sation ran through my spinal column. 

“At 10 o’clock a messenger arrived, 
saying that the wounded and dead were 
accumulating rapidly on the field, and 
more ambulances and men were needed. 
My captain then permitted me to go to 
the front; the aim of every one’s am- 
bition. He gave me charge of an am- 
bulance, and four wounded men. Apro- 
pos, you ought to have seen our old 
white-haired chief surgeon, Col. Lip- 
pencott, U.S.A. He stood in the en- 
trance to the hospital, and in a half- 
crying voice as each ambulance drew 
up, would say: ‘Oh! my God! How— 
how many do you bring this time. Will 
it never stop?’ Well, we went and 
came as fast as our horses could run, 
the captain giving me his private coach 
horse in want of othars. — 

“Then a new sight met us, for every 
house in the outskirts was or fire. This 
had been done by our troops as a ne- 
cessity to prevent the treacherous na- 
tives fcom shooting us in the back. 
After passing a house about 100 yards 
the cowards fired at our amublances 
from their hiding places, but they ‘got 
it in the neck,’ and inside of two hours 
every shack, for three miles, was 
burned down, and a big church they 
used as a fortification, was totally de- 
stroyed. 

“Finally, we reached Dressing Sta- 
tion No. 11, ‘a Spanish convent, with 
about sixty Sisters of Charitl. Here 
we reported to Maj. Shields, sergeant 
‘United States Volunteers. He was sit- 
ting by the dead body of old Maj. Mc- 
Connell of the Idaho, who was shot 
through the stomach. Maj. Shields 
said: ‘Well, boys, leave the ambulance 
here and go ahead and look for the 
euniete and we went to the firing 

ne. 


_* *There is 


Albin, my chum, ‘out there, don’t you 
see him?’ Ahead we go, or rather drag 
ourselves in mud to the knees. Poor 
fellow, he is stiff and gone. 


“We pass him—there’s one right 
there, don’t you see? and 
ssssst go to bullets, and an officer 


yells: ‘Where in the h—— are you go- 
ing? Get down for Christ’s sake, or 
you'll get hit.’ Two men and myself, 
finding it hot, had already lain down, 
but brother Elmo walks straight up 
with a smile on his face, puts a poor 
fellow, shot in the shoulder and hip, 
on his back, and lays him down in 
front of us. I never saw a braver 
deed, and never knew a boy with a 
braver heart than Elmo's. He is from 
Fresno, Cal. 

“After we got our boys into the con- 
vent we attended to the dressing of 
their wounds. This done they were 
sent to the general hospital in ambu- 
lances. Then commenced the dressing 
of the Filipinos who had been brought 
in meantime by the score, the doc- 
tors dressing them as tenderly as our 
own boys. The Spanish sisters ar- 
ranged beds for them, notwithstand- 
ing they had been fighting their coun- 
trymen only a few months ago. They 
prepared soup and eggs for them, 
brought bottle after bottle of sherry 
wine, giving our nurses plenty, also. 
The Filipinos having been cared for, 
the doctors departed, leaving Elmo 

d I in charge of the forty-four crip- 
pled men until ambulances could be 
provided for their transport to the gen- 
eral hospital. ‘Good night, boys,’ said 
the major, ‘take good care of those fel- 
lows; they are enemies of ours, but as 
they lay there helpless and suffering, 
try to forget this and don’t let that ins 
terfere with your duties as Red

men.’ We staid with them all night 
and all next day, Elmo and I, and L 
shall never forget those long hours. 
Four sisters assisted us in keeping 
watch and were continually doing for 
them through the night. These Fili- 
Pinos were .thunderstruck to see two 
American boys going around among 
them trying to make them comfort- 
able, for when we brought them there’ 
they were almost frightened to death, 
thinking we were going to hang them 
right away. So they were agreeably 
surprised when I commenced to talk 
to them in Spanish, which language 
you perhaps remember I can manage 
better than English, I am sorry to 


eay. 

“While wandering. about that night 
among those wounded Filipinos, in that » 
long, dark hall, within the thick, 
smoky walls, the deep silence within, 
the firing without and the black- 
robed nuns gliding by like shadows, I 
forgot for a short time the cruel re- 
ality and sentimentally found the 
scene quite interesting and romantic. 
You would have felt the same had you 
been there. By the way, some of those 
solemn-looking sisters were not alto- 
gether averse to a good joke, and a 
few very pretty sisters, of from 20 to 25 
years of age, were even a little co- 
quettish—more perhaps than their holy 
order strictly calls for. The sister su- 
perior and I had quite an argument. 
The topic of course was the Catholic 
‘religion. The old lady tried her best 
to convert me, but finally gave me up. 
Before I return to the thread of my 
story, will say, don’t misinterpret my 
remarks about the jokes, because the 
Place, neither the circumstances, could 
seem more inappropriate for levity. 
But when you see blood, wounds and . 
sufferings from morning until night, 
you become naturally used to it, not in- 
different, but you cannot help some- 
times seeing the tragic-comical side of 
the thing, especially with those Fili- 
pinos. For instance, what would you 
do if you were nursing a man shot 
through the left shoulder, and his hip 
literally smashed, and that same man 
amidst his pain and groans ask you for 

A chew of tobacco?” TI tell you 
even those holy sisters had to draw 
the line at that. Everybody burst 
out laughing. I don’t chew, 
managed to get the fellow @ chew: from 
one of the guards. When the ambu- 
lance arrived next day we, shipped 
the whole gang to the general hos-. 
pital. The tobacco-chewer : hollored 
like a pig, but I had less compassion 
for him when I saw how anxious he 
was about a piece of tobacco which he 
had hidden under the pillow. His in- 
terest was wholly concentrated upon 
_the precious piece of chewing tobacco. 
“Well, after getting rid of the natives 
we presented our compliments, in as 
Spanish a fashion as I was capable of 
doing, (Elmo said I did it just like a 
Spaniard.) We proceeded to give ‘the 
fair inmates of the convent a good 
handshake, but Lord, I went away 
empty-handed. She, the Sister Super- 
ior, apologized a dozen times, saying 
it was not in accordance with the cus- 
tims of their order to bring their im- 
maculate hands in contact with the 
less immaculate hands of such a 
worldly being as—well, "had to stand 
it, which I did gracefully; but 
turned aside and{cursed politely 
my own language\and secretly made 
up my mind not to display my ‘talent 
de chevalier’ to parties who refuse to 
shake hands with me.

Stock 
Agent Behan of the local branch of 
the Santa Fé, is in the valley securing 
pasturage, and states that thousands 
of .Yavapai county cattle will soon be 
shipped to Phoenix by rail.

TERMINAL CHARGES BAD FAITH 


HANCOCK BANNING EXPLAINS HIS 
PART IN THE DEAL. 


Quite Sure That He Did not Try 
to Get Even for ai Trick 
Played by the Ter- 
minal. 


The sale of a few small lots on the 
sheres of Terminal Island to a person 
believed to be a representative of the 
Southern Pacific has’ started an ele- 
gant row between ‘the Terminal Raii- 
way people and the Bannings. The 
Catalina Yacht Club bought the lots 
and built a clubhouse, and it was sup- 
posed that the property would be used 
for club purposes only. , But the wind 
and the sea played havoc with the 
and some of the members 
grew weary of paying for repairs, 

The club wanted to sell, and by a 


- singular coincidence the Southern Pa- 


cific happened to be looking for an 
opening by which it could get a foot- 
hold upon Terminal Island. Now if 
the Terminal people had not had the 
bad luck to fancy that they were 
pretty smart, and, while laboring un- 
der that impression, to invest in Cat- 
alina property and intimate that they 
had a cinch on the island traffic, per- 
haps the desires of the yacht club and 
the Southern Pacific might not have 
dovetailed so well. But it fell out 
that N. J. Foster happened to make an 
offer for the yacht club's property at 
the very time when the directors were 
discussing the advisability of selling 
and going out of the club _ business, 
and the offer was so liberal that the 
diréctors felt in duty bound to accept 
it. That Mr. Foster was sent on the 
errand by Mr. Muir of the Southern 
Racific the directors were not supposed 
to know. Certainly the other members 
of the club knew nothing of the sort. 

The lots were sold, and if the South- 
ern Pacific should get a certain right- 
of-way, that anpopular corporation 
could get @ footing upon Terminal Isl- 
and and compete for the island traffic 
and other business pertaining to the 
harbor that Uncle Collis didn’t want 
Uncle Sam to construct.

MR. GIBBON'S COMPLAINT. 
_According to T. E. Gibbon, vice-presi- 
dent of the Terminal Railway Com- 


on thé other side of the island, front- 
ing on the Jagoon, or inner bay, The 
deed to the four lots was given in 
consideration of the ‘payment of $1, 
and it contained a provision that in 
ease the property avas ever used by 
the club for other ffiaechib purposes 
it should revert to the land company. 
Another’ provision of the deed, how- 
ever, stated off the of $200 
per lot for. th® four lots, The property 
should belong, in fee simple to the 
yacht club, and be not subject to the 
reversion clause in the deed. There 
was at the same time a verbal agree- 
ment that the property should _ be 
ased only for the site of a clubhouse. 

The strip of land on the back bay 
was purchased for a consideration of 
$600, and was, according to the deed. 
to be used only ‘for club purposes, and 
these were limited to the erection of 
a lodging-house or hotel thereon, <Ac- 
cording to contract, to erect a club- 
house not to cost less than $1500, the 
yacht club erected a building at a cost 
of $1750 on the four lots. At the time 
of the erection of this building, Mr. 
Yibbon says, the elub had insufficient 
funds to pay for it, and in order that 
the organization might not be ham- 
pered, the land company waived its 
right to the land under the- reversion 
clause, that the yacht club might mort- 
gage the property to secure money for 
the erection of the clubhoawse. 

In the January flood of the present 
vear, Which was caused by an extra 
high tide, the sidewalk in front of the 
clubhouse and the front part of the 
building were injured, and it was neces- 
sary to move the building further from 
the ocean. This, it is said, caused a 
number of the club members to wish 
to get rid of the proyrty, and ant that 
time Hancock Banning requested C. 
A. Sumner :to get a figure on it. In 
the early part of the present month, the 
club made a tender of the $800.to Ferd 
K. Rule, vice-president and treasurer 
of the Terminal Land Company. It 
Was suspected at the time that the 
yacht club intended to sell the prop- 
erty and the negotiations were pat off, 
that the intentions of the yacht club 
might be ascertained. 

Secretary Bell, of the yacht club, ac- 
cording to Mr. Gibbon, Says that no- 
tices were issued for a special meeting 
of the club on March 7. Only four 
members are said to have attended this 
meeting, at which the plans for selling 
the property are said to -have been 
agreed upon. Both Mr. Rule and Mr. 
Elliott deny having received natices of 
this meeting, and it is claimed that at 
the annual meeting of the club, which 
was held April 38, nothing of the con- 
templated sale was mentioned, | 

Attorney Gibbon is of the opinion 
that the meeting of the club, called 
by Commodore Burnham in response to 
the request of Mr. Elliott, will be suf- 
ficient to cause the countermanding 
of the sale, but if after that meeting 
the members should continue to hold to 
the deed, avhich is said to have been 
given to Mr. Foster, the Terminal Land 
Company: will contest the matter in the 
courts. The ground for the contest will 
be the reversion clause in the deed, 
whereby the land was.to revert to the 
sellers if used for other, than club pur- 
poses by the -yacht club. 


MR. BANNING EXPLAINS. 
Hancock Banning, one of’ the di-

MR. SUMNER’S. VERSION. | 

-C. A. Sumner, real estate agent, 
wrote yesterday to J. M. Elliott, Esq., 
as follows: 

“Shortiy after the big storm at the 
island; if I remember right, last Jan- 
uary, Hancock Banning called me 
into his office and told me that the club 
members were considering the advisa- 
bility of selling their property and 
asked me what I could get for it. I 
told him that at that time there was 
little inquiry for property at Ter- 
minal Island, that the storm had 
stopped what little sale we had had and 
it would be a difficult matter to sell it 
then. I further remarked that if he 
would give me the price at which the 
property could be sold I would: see 
what I could do ‘and let him know. 
Later on, possibly three or four weeks 
afterward, I. again. asked him what. 
price they were asking. He told me 
that no figure had been set yet. A 
short time after that I met Mr. Bell 
on the street and asked him what 
price was put on the club property, 
telling him that Mr. Banning had 
asked me to sell it and when I could 
get the figure I would set to work on it. 
He told me that he would ask the 
directors and let-me know. I- believe I 
saw him again shortly afterward, but 
he told me nothing further had been 
done. “Last Saturday, the 15th of April, 
Mrs.-Lambourn telephoned me early in 
the morning that the day before some 
one at Terminal told her that the prop- 
erty could be bought for. $2200, for me 
to find out and if so arrange for the 
purchase. About Half past nine I called 
on Mr. Bell and told him what I had 
heard and asked him what price was 
put on the property. He said there 
was no price put on it; that they were 
figuring: with some parties and he 
thought it was sold. I asked him who 
the parties were, but he refused to 
give. me the name, virtually telling me 


‘it was none of my businéss. I then re- 
_monstrated with him and told him it 


was very important that.only parties 
agreeable to the neighbors should pur- 
chase it; that there was a moral ob- 


ligation that the property should be 


used only for club purposes and that 
a sale to outsiders might cause serious 
damage to the rest of the residents. He 
then called in Mr. Graff and the sub- 
stance of the foregoing was repeated 
to him; he also seemed to think that

000,000, and it may be very much 
larger if all his Cripple Creek prop- 
erty is included in the sale. 

Manager George P. Blair of the 
Mammoth mine, north of Tucson; Ariz., 
is in the East securing added ‘mechan- 
ical equipment for the property. ~The 
mill is to. be inereased from fifty to 
100 stamps, and is to be driven by elec- 
trical power, secured on the Aravaipa 
River. At present wood is used as fuel, 
at a cost of $8 a cord. 

California capitalists are arranging 
for the purchase of a copper group at 
Quijatda, eighty-five miles east of Tuc- 
son, from Alex McKay and associates. 
Nine claims are in the group, including 
within their boundaries a promising 
gold ledge, as well as several large de- 
posits of copper ore.

DEATH FROM CHLORAL. 


Walter Nicolson Found on the Grasp 
in Eastlake Park. 
Walter Nicolson, aged 38 years, who 
lived at No. 811 Maple avenue, was 
found on the grass in East Lake Park 
about 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
by A. U. McDonald, a park policeinan, 
rolling about as if in great pain. Mc- 
Donald telephoned to the County Hos- 
pital that a man was dying in che 
park, and. the ambulance was sent 10 
get him. When Nicolson arrived at 
the hospital the doctors decided that 
he was suffering from poison of some 
sort, though what it was could not be 
determined. They used the stomach 
pump and applied other:-remedies usual. 
in such Gases, and worked hard to 
save the man’s ‘life, but he died at 1 
o’clock without regaining consciousness, 


The hospital attendants say that noth- 
ing was found in the man’s stomach to 
indicate positively the direct cause of 
his death, though the symptoms pointed | 
strongly’ to chloral poisuning. McDon- 
ald said that when he first saw Nicol- 
son he went into the park and asked 
him if he could lie down on the grass 
for a while, as he was not feeling well. 
The desired permission was giveli, and 
the next time he saw the man he: was 
rolling about ‘on the grass as if in 
great pain. McDonaid then telephoned 
for the County Hospital ambulai.ce. 
After Nicolson was taken to the 
County Hospital it was ascertained 
that he was an employé of Adloff & 
Hauerwaas. They were notified by 
telephone, and they immediately sent 
word to Mrs. Nicolson. She hurried 
to the hospital to see nim, but he died 
soon after her arrival without recogniz- 
ing her. She was prostrated with grief, 
and said she knew cof no reason why 
her husband should wish to die. 
When Nicolson left home yesterday 
morning he was apparently in good 
spirits. He reporced for werk at 6:30 
o’clock, as usual, *but did not make 
any preparations for taking out. his 
team, and left in a few minutes. He 
had been driving a team for Adloff & 
Hauerwaas for the past twenty months. 
His employers say he was a good, 
steady man, not given to indulging in 
liquor, and they cannot imagine why 
he should have committed suicide. © It 
is said that deceased Had been suffer- 
ing from heart disease for some time. 
The body was removed to Howry’s 
undertaking parlors, where an inquest 
will be held this morning at 9 o'clock.

RISE IN NAILS. The Boston Ad- 
vertiser says of the advance in nails: 

“Last week the announcement was 
received from Pittsburgh that the 
American Steel and Wire Company had 
advanced the price. of wire nails tu 
$2.30 per keg. The cheerful news was 
further vouchsafed that the price was 
expected to be advanced still further. 

“Two dollars and thirty cents per 
keg is just twice the price which pre- 
wailed a few months ago, when manu- 
facturers of wire nails were congratu- 
lating themselves on excellent 
profits which they were able to make 
at what was then considered a boom 
price, and were freely admitting that 
they could be made at 90 cents a Keg. 

“Of course, the American Steel and 
Wire Company is merely the legal 
mame for the illegal and lawless and 
law-defying combination in restraint of 
trade,’ which has got possession of 
substantially all the nail manufactories 
of the country, and has locked and 
double locked the doors against compe- 
tition. by securing control of all the 
rod mills in the country; so that mate- 

.vrial out of which wire nails can be 
manufactured is no longer to be had 
by independent makers. 

“There could not well be an article 
more suitable than wire nails by 
which to test the truth of the impu- 
dent assertion constantly heard that 
‘combinations of capital are not in- 


~™“‘tendéd and have no tendency to 


crease prices.’ We are told that trusts 
are necessary. because, without them, 
competition would destroy all profits— 
as if capital were such a fool as to rush 
fin and stay in where there is no chance 
for profit—and that, so far from rais- 


__jng prices to the consumers, the effects 


of trusts will be to reduce prices, by 
diminishing the cost of production. 

‘Well, here is an instance in potnt. 
Wire nails have become one of the 
great American staples of commerce 
and industry. Hundreds of thousands 
of kegs are used every year. They’ 
have almost completely displaced the 
old-fashioned square nails. They are 
indispensable in the carrying on of !n- 
numerable trades. and are requireé on 
every farm, in almost every shop, and 
in the rural districts in every home. 
The doubling of the price by a single 
edict of the managers of the monopoly 
means the infliction of a serious burden 
upon several millione of American peo- 
ple, without any corresponding benefit 
to them, without any justificatiton=> of 
industry: absolutely a gigantic and 
eruel tribute exacted because the few 
have the pnower and the many ‘are 
helpless.”

HOW THEY HIRF CLERKS. Says 
the Philadelphia trade paper: 

“Last week a Grocery World repre- 
sentative sat in the office of the larce- 
est retail grocery’ houses in the city 
and heard an applicant put through 
his paces. The cross-examination was 
something like this: 

“‘How long have you been {fn the 
grocery business?’ 

“ ‘Where?’ 

“*Were you connected with any spe- 
cial department or wére you an all- 
around clerk”’ 

“*Where do you live?’ 

“*Who are your parents? What are 

“*Why did you ldave your last. posi- 
tion?’ 
“*What position in a grocery store 
do you believe you are best fitted for?’ 

Gllowing these questions, all of 


- 


which were answered satisfactorily, 
came a searching examination into the 
applicant’s morals:.and habits. This 
mainly touched such matters as drink- 
ing. smoking.tard playingtete. After 
this the applie«ant waeasked if he could 
tie up a“patlage. When he said he 
could he was told to go and do it, 
and barring a natural nervousness, 
made out very well. 


“Then came ai little cross-examin- 
ation on teas. The applicant was ques- 
tioned with a view to finding out 


whether he knew anything at all about 
teas. He was shown, several samples, 
and proved able to distinguish Ooolong 
from Congou. This young man, in fact. 
knew very little about teas, but as he 
was bright ahd intelligent, and the firm 
needed a man, he was put to work. 

The large city retail grocery houses 
never have to advertise for a clerk. 
There is always a long. list of appli- 
cants on file. The first name on the 
list is not always selected, however, 
when a vacancy occurs. When a young 
man makes his original application he 
is sized up, without the questioning 
aboye outlined, however. If he looks 
promising, a mark indicating the ap- 
parent possession of desirable, qualities 
is placed opposite his name,“and when 
&® vacancy occurs he is communicated 
with. So that no bright young fellow 
who burns to try his hand in the large 
‘ity need be deterred by the thought 
that there are many applications for 
the desired position before his own.” 

Philadelphia papers did not state that 
the Bank of England in examining ap- 
nlicants for employment begins by the 
question: “Do you go regularly ‘to 
church?” 

If the answer is in the negative 
the interview ends, the applicant be- 
ing rejected on that one fact.

LOS ANGELES, April 18, 1899. 
Eggs continue to rule steady at 16 cents, job- 
bing rate. 

Butter is steady for all good makes. 

The potato market is all at sixes and sev- 
ens. Some cars sent in here ang rejected 
were sacrificed, one car of good Utahs being 
sold at $1.25. There are not very many pota- 
toes here. In February last they would all 
go out in ten days. But outside towns are 
not Crawing supplies from here now, and 
there are a good many new potatoes being 
sold. High cost causes a smaller consump- 
tion, so the stocks here now will last twenty 
days. There are half a dozen cars, nearly 
2000 sacks, still to arrive. By the end of three 
weeks so many new potatoes will be here that 
old will sell very slowly. At this time com- 
mon potatoes are to be had at $1.50, fair at 
$1.60 to $1.70, good at $1.80 to $2, and very few 
fancy at $2.25, which is probably the top of 
the market. New are down to 2 to 3 cents 
per pound. 

Hay is another market which has gone to 
pieces. Outside alfalfa has been forc:d on the 
market at $9 to $10 per ton, for pretty well 
seasoned new hay. Barley can be bought at 
$19 for the very best by the single ton. 
There are se¥eral changes in the Cudahy 
meat list. Rex hams are \%e higher, picnic 
hams ‘4c higher, Rex lard Ye lower, and, 
special rendered %&c lower. 
. Spring lamb is %4c lower. Other fresh meats:

Action Postponed for Three Weeks. 
Preparations for the State Con- 
vention—Beer Clubs Starting Up.

Club. 


PASADENA, April 18. [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Theré was much interest in the 
annual meeting of the First Universalist 
parish this evening. The election of a pastor 
for another year was to come up, ‘and as 
there had been some agitation over it, there 
was a large and expectant turnout.

Just after dark this evening a heavy team 
drove into. the alley on the north side of 
Colorado street, between Fair Oaks and Ray- 
mond, and a gang of ten men began to unload 
a big thing with faucets and other nickel 
thingumajigs on it. The average citizen of 
Pasadena didn’t know whether it was a fold- 
ing bed or a gas machine, but somebody said 
it was a beer cooler. The City Marshal came 
along, and there was a wave of excitement. 
The men — work as if disturbed by his 
presence. e@ passed on and the crew. re- 
sumed operations, lifting the large cooler.up 
the back stairs into the quarters of the newly 
organized ‘‘Pastime Club,’’ No. 171% Colorado 
street. The club is one of an epidemic of 
organizations that have recently started here 
for the purpose of getting around Pasadena’s 
prohibitory ordinance. According to the arti- 
cles of incorporation of these clubs, they are 
formed for ‘‘storing the property’’ 
members. t is stated by the officers that 
Belle Gohn, whose “blind pig’’ has been 
raided so ane times, has paid a Los Ange- 
les attorney a large sum to draw up incorpo- 
ration articles for one of these “storage as- 
sociations,’’ to have headquarters in her place 
of business. e police are watching the 
operations of these clubrooms'as a cat 
watches a mouse, and if e is any chance 
for a test case under ordinance 220, it will be 
brought into the courts. If the clubs live 
within certain rules, all will go well with 
them, but the temptation to step over is very 
great and the step is very easy. It takes no 
prophet to predict that there will be trouble. 
Officials are gunning for it. ‘

SAN PEDRO. 
Arrangements for Harbor Jubilee. 
New Fish Cannery. . 

SAN~PEDRO, April 18. — {Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The work of getting the grounds 
in readiness for the Harbor Jubilee barbecue 
is well under way. The grounds are nearly 
on the line of Fourth street produced west- 
ward, and are a little over six thousand feet 
west of the west side of the fmner_ harbor. 
H.*W. Weldon is the contractor for the con- 
struction of the fences and tables and for 
the digging of the roasting pits. The in- 
closure where the meat and other edibles are 
to be barbecued and where the people are to 

f is 640x280 feet. Around it have been 
erected 5x7-inch posts eight feet apart, seven 
feet long and set one foot into the ground. 
With the exception of the big gates, forming 
an entrance at one end and an exit at the 
other, the posts will be strung with barbed 
wires. The tables at which the people are 
to be seated have been run around the in- 
closure a short distance from the fence. There 
are 1600 lineal feet of the tables, and it is 
expected they will seat 2500 people at once. 
The tables have two Undressed tweilve-inch 
boards and there is a twelve-inch undressed 

oard seat along each side. There will: be 

seventeen work tables:of undressed lumber 
4x7 feet. There will be about twenty of the 
roasting pits. Each of them is to be three 
feet deep and 6x6 feet in size. Part of them

NEW FISH CANNERY. 

S: W. Waring, who recently disposed of his 
interest in the lobster-packing plant of the 
Catalina Conserving Company, said today that 
the necessary financial backing had been se- 
cured for, the construction of a new fish- 
packing. plant here. Most of the backers are 
San Francisco men. There has been $60,000 
subscribed. An extensive salting and pick- 
ling department is to be established, and 
there is to be a smokehouse with a large ca- 
pacity. It is intended to can not only lob- 
sters and sardines, but other fish as well. 
Mr. Waring will leave in a few days on a 
tour down the Mexican coast, and hopes to 
make arrangements for getting the big tur- 
tles which frequent the waters along there. 
If he be successful in the trip, the turtles 
will be made into canned soups. Two power 
boats of about twenty tons’ register cach are 
to be kept running, bringing the sea food in 
the rough to the cannery, and two smaller 
power boats will probably also be required. 
Mr. Waring is to be the manager of the new 
plant. He says he expects to have it in op- 
eration by September 1. By packing several 
kinds of sea food in different forms, it is 
hoped to keep the force employed at the fac- 
tory busy almost continuously instead of in- 
termittently, as is the case where only one 
ocean product is packed. ;
